AN ACT to regulate the Election of 
Civil Officers, and tor other purposes 
therein mentioned. 
tie it enacted by the General A tte n tly at 
foliatet: 
Section I. 
The town councils of the 
several town in this State, and the ma. 
yor and tilde!men ol the city of Provi. 
donee, ahull be hoards of canvassers of 
voters iu their respective towns and in 
said city, na hereinafter provided : and 
the town clerks of the several towns, and 
the city clerk ol said city shul! act as 
clerks of said bourd* in their respective 
towns and said city. 
Sec. 2. 
lf any person cluims a right 
to vote on account of having done null. 
tary duty in tho militia, or in auy char. 
lured or legally authorised 
volunteer 
company, the proof thereof shall he a cer. 
tificute from the colonel of the regiment, 
or the captain or commanding officer of 
the chartered or legally authorised volun­ 
teer company, that he has, within the 
your next preceding his claim, and on or 
before the 31st day of December, of suid 
year, been enrolled,and in what company, 
(iud that lie has done duty therein tor al 
least one day, and been equipped accor. 
ding lo law : Provided, however, that for 
voting iii tho year 1943, the certificate 
must be that iu the year 1942 such per* 
min has been enrolled, equipped and done 
military duty according to law ; aud that 
proof of the right lo Volo upon military 
service may be made by certificate of the 
commissioners on military cluims, as pro. 
vided in article second, section 2d, of 
the constitution ; and every colonel of a 
regiment! or captain or Coiiifttandidg offi­ 
cer of a chartered or Irgully nut housed 
volunteer company, who shall wilfully 
refuse to grunt such certificate to any 
person properly demanding uud entitled 
to the fume, or shall know bigly grunt any 
such certificate to one nut entitled there­ 
to, shall for each and every such offence, 
forfeit the sum of one hundred dollars.— 
All certificates of military service per. 
formed in the year 1642, except certif!.

Every colonel or commandant 
of a regiment aud every captain or com­ 
manding officer of a chartered or legally 
authorised volunteer company shall, on 
or before the first Monday of March, in 
the year 1843, and in every year there­ 
after, make return by him certified, and 
• worn to before some judge or justice of 
the peuce,ofall persons, arranging their 
names alphabetically, iii his regiment or 
company, as the case may be, qualified to 
vote by military service as aforesaid, to 
the town councils of the several towns in 
which such persona reside ; or if they 
reside in the city of Providence, to the

habitant of the town or city who shall de 
uiand such registry, and who shall de­ 
clare that he is qualified by birth, aud is 
or will be within a your qualified by ago 
and residence lo vote in such town or city, 
together with the date of the registry ; 
end shall also register therein the name 
ol every such inhabitant demanded to be 
registered by any elector of such town or 
city, who shall declare that such inhnbi.

deuce to vote therein ; iu which caae, be. 
•ides the date of the registry, he ahull ol­ 
io register opposite the name of such in* 
habitant, the name of tho elector domuu 
ding the same.
